CONTRACT  SIGNED  TO  PREPARE  ENCYCLOPAEDIA 

On  4 December  1976,  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society  in  Europe  (Sarcellea,  France)  and  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  signed  a contract  to 
prepare  the  basic  text  for  a four-volume  alphabetical 
Ukrainian  encyclopaedia.  The  costs  of  P^cat^ 
are  not  Included.  It  is  expected  that  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  Foundation, together 
with  such  other  societies  or  organizations  as  may 
be  interested, will  meet  all  the  publication  costs. 

The  preamble  of  the  agreement  states: 

’’Whereas  through  the  thirty-year  efforts  of  the 
Shevchenko  Scientific  Society  in  Europe,  a general 
Ukrainian  encyclopaedia  in  Ukrainian  and  in  English 
and  seven  volumes  of  a ten-volume  alphabetical 
Ukrainian  encyclopaedia  in  Ukrainian  have  been 
prepared  and  published  by  Professor  Volodymyr

A gener* 
work,  it  was  unable  to  treat  Ukrainian  problems 
adequately.  During  the  1930s,  attempts  were  made  in 
the  Ukrainian  SSR  to  publish  Ukrainaka  radtaneka 
entayklopediia  (Ukrainian  Soviet  Encyclopaedia)  in  M 
volumes,  but  the  government  terminated  its  publicatlOl 
as  part  of  the  general  repression  of  Ukrainian  culture 
After  World  War  II,  during  the  re-establishment  abroa 
of  the  Shevchenko  Scientific  Society,  the  oldest 
Ukrainian  scholarly  society,  the  idea  of  publishing 
Entayklopediia  ukrainoznaV8tva  (Encyclopaedia  of 
Ukraine)  was  born  and  work  began  in  1948. 


Today,  the  Entayklopediia  is  divided  into  a 
three-volume  general  section  (a  reference  work  on 
Ukraine)  and  a special  multi-volume  alphabetical  sect 
Such  national  encyclopaedias  are  rare,  having  been 
published  in  Canada,  Australia,  Yugoslavia,  Mexico, 
and  by  the  Lithuanians.  The  largest  is  the  Encyolopa 
Judaioa. 


The  editors-in-chief  of  the  three-volume 
Entayklopediia  were  V.  KubijovyS  and  Z.  Kuzela.  The* 
were  assisted  by  21  editors  and  articles  totalling  1 
pages  were  written  by  some  120  scholars.

WORKSHOP  ON  UKRAINIAN- CANADIAN  STUDIES  EXAMINES 
PRIORITIES 

To  coordinate  the  interdisciplinary  field  of 
Ukrainian-Canadian  studies,  the  Institute  sponsored 
a two-day  workshop  involving  30  scholars  and 
researchers  who  discussed  Ukrainian-Canadian  research 
and  publication  priorities  in  the  social  sciences, 
bibliography,  law,  the  humanities,  religion,  history, 
and  education.  The  workshop  was  held  on  12-13 
November  1976  at  the  University  of  Alberta. 

The  workshop's  basic  assumption  was  that  every 
area  of  research  and  publishing  about  Ukrainians  in 
Canada,  previously  under-financed  and  poorly  coordi- 
nated , could  undergo  considerable  improvement. 

Accordingly,  specialists  (including  some  graduate 
students)  in  various  disciplines  across  Canada  were 
invited  to  participate  in  an  interdisciplinary 
discussion  about  future  directions  in  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  studies. 

The  topics,  subjects,  or  areas  which  required 
priority  study  in  each  discipline,  including  the 
best  means  to  realize  specific  goals,  received  the 
most  attention.  Also  discussed  were  the  most 
outstanding  knowledge  gaps  and  occasionally  the 
theories  and  assumptions  evident  in  various  publi- 
cations . 

In  advance  of  the  workshop,  participants  sub- 
mitted a total  of  31  projects  as  priority  areas  in 
need  of  attention  from  scholars  and  researchers.  At 
the  conclusion  of  workshop  discussions,  participants 
were  asked  to  rank  the  31  suggestions.  The  results  indi- 
cated that  the  highest  priority  in  Ukrainian-Canadian 


studies  is  the  publication  of  annotated  bibliogra- 
phies which  would  include  information  on  the  location 
of  resource  and  primary  materials.  This  priority 
was  followed  closely  by  the  need  for  research  on 
assimilation  and  occupational  mobility,  the  prepa- 
ration of  a research  framework  for  Ukrainian-Cana- 
dian  history,  and  the  development  of  teaching 
materials. 

The  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
will  continue  to  consult  individuals 
and  groups  in  order  to  collect  a broad  range  of 
opinions  about  how  the  Institute  might  best 
develop  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies.  Comments  would 
be  appreciated  and  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Roman 
Fetryshyn  at  the  Institute.

HUCULAK  LIBRARY  DONATED  TO  INSTITUTE 


Approximately  60  per  cent  of  the  books  in  Dr.  Hucu 
library  are  new  acquisitions  to  the  University  Librajry. 
Within  three  months,  after  sorting  and  cataloguing,  they 
will  be  accessible  to  students  and  scholars.  Dupllcatey 
will  be  exchanged  or  housed  in  the  basic  reference  lib 
of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies.

I.  Onatsky  (Buenos  Aires,  1957-67);  and  Istoriia  mist  if' 
sit  Ukrainskoi  RSR  (History  of  the  Cities  and  Villages  of 
the  Ukrainian  SSR)  in  26  volumes  (Kiev,  196A-74) . Among  i 
literary  works  is  a twenty-volume  edition  of  the  works  of 
Ivan  Franko  (New  York,  1956-62),  a reprint  of  the  Kiev- 
Kharkiv  edition  of  1925-29.  Included  also  is  the  ten-voli 
Istoriia  Ukrainy-Rusy  (History  of  Ukraine-Rus ' ) by  M. 
Hrushevsky  (New  York,  1954-58),  as  well  as  the  periodical. 
Ukrainsky  istoryk  (The  Ukrainian  Historian)  edited  by  Prol 
L.  Wynar  and  published  since  1965  in  New  York.  Among  noti 
political  works  is  V.  Lypynsky’s  Lyaty  do  brativ  khliborol 
(Letters  to  Brother-Tillers). 


Many  of  the  above  publications  appeared  in  limited 
edition  and  are  no  longer  available  as  complete  series.  Ol 
rare  titles  are  available  only  in  private  collections.  Ai 
these  are  M.  Korduba's  Geografichnyi  atliaa  (Geographical 
(Kolomyia,  n.d.,  probably  before  World  War  I),  a physical 
atlas  of  the  world  with  interesting  maps  of  Ukrainian  latu 
and  Z.  Kuzelia's  Slovnyk  dhMzhykh  sliv  (Dictionary  of  Fori 
Words)  (Chernivtsi,  1910), 


The  collection  also  includes  publications  in  econo- 
mics, archaeology,  anthropology,  folk  art,  and  music. 

The  acquisition  of  the  late  Dr.  Huculak's  library  will 
undoubtedly  be  a valuable  asset  to  researchers,  scholars 
and  academics  in  Ukrainian  studies. 


The  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  has 
received  the  library  of  Dr.  Mykhayio  Huculak  of  Vancouver, 
who  died  on  28  August  1976.  The  collection  of  some  1300 
titles  was  donated  by  the  heirs  of  the  deceased — Mr.  Mir 
I.  Huculak  of  Vancouver  and  Mr.  Efast  R.  Huculak  of  Oshawa. 

The  late  Dr.  Huculak  was  born  15  July  1894  in  Novo- 
selytsia  (Western  Ukraine).  After  studying  law  at  Lviv 
University,  he  attended  the  University  of  Vienna  where  he 
received  his  Ph.D.,  degree  in  1926.  As  a student  in  Lviv  he 
served  as  a sergeant  major  in  the  Austrian  army,  1916-18, 
and  a lieutenant  in  the  Ukrainian  army  (UHA) , 1918-20 . 

He  was  prominent  in  the  proclamation  of  West  Ukrainian 
National  Republic  on  1 November  1918. 

Dr.  Huculak's  teaching  career  began  in  the  Ukrainian 
gymnasium  (high  school)  in  Rivne,  Ukraine,  where  he  taught 
from  1926  to  1940.  In  1940  he  taught  in  Kalush,  Ukraine, 
and  in  1941  he  became  the  principal  there  of  the  Commer- 
cial Secondary  School  which  he  had  organized.  Between  1944 
and  1948  he  taught  and  organized  schools  in  Austria  and 
Germany.  Upon  his  arrival  in  Canada  he  assumed  an  executive 
position  in  the  Vancouver  branch  of  the  Ukrainian  Teachers' 
Association  of  Canada. 

Dr.  Huculak  was  a member  of  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society  and  the  Ukrainian  Free  Academy  of  Sciences.  Hi6 
writings  include  Per8hyi  lystopad  2918  (The  First  of 
November  1918),  Ukrainets  spivtvorets  kordoniv  Kanady 
(The  Ukrainian  Co-author  of  Canada's  Borders),  and 
undoubtedly  his  most  important  work.  When  Russia  Was

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UKRAINIAN  BILINGUALISM  IN  EDMONTON'S  SCHOOLS 

Background.  One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  is  "to  serve  as  a 
resource  centre  for  English-Ukrainian  bilingual 
education,  improving  such  programs  as  that  in  Edmon- 
ton (the  preparation  of  teachers  included)  and 
encouraging  their  development  elsewhere."  The 
Ukrainian  bilingual  program  dates  from  the  establish- 
ment of  five  kindergartens  in  January  1974  in  Edmon- 
ton's public  and  separate  schools — the  result  of  a 
truly  prodigious,  combined  community  effort.  In 
September  1974  the  original  group  of  92  pupils 
increased  to  125 — 75  in  five  public  school  class- 
rooms and  50  in  three  separate  school  classrooms, 
all  in  Grade  I.  With  the  kindergarten  enrolment 
95,  the  total  number  in  the  K-I  program  became 
approximately  220.  Today  the  enrolment  is  about 
460  pupils,  270  in  the  public  and  190  ih  the  separate 
school  classrooms,  taught  by  23  teachers. 

The  preparation  of  the  program  has  been 
financed  primarily  by  the  Government  of  Alberta, 
with  federal  government  support  out  of  multicultural 
funds  for  the  publication  of  a seven-booklet  language 
development  series,  and  local  community  support 
primarily  for  transportation.  The  program,  promoted 
and  coordinated  from  the  outset  by  the  multicultural 
committee  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and 
Businessmen's  Club  in  Edmonton,  is  now  under  the 
over-all  supervision  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies.  The  K-III  English-Ukrainian 
immersion  classes  in  four  public  and  three  separate 
schools  in  Edmonton  are,  to  date,  the  only  ones  of 
their  kind  in  North  America. 

Evaluation.  In  May  1976  both  school  systems 
in  Edmonton  evaluated  the  performance  of  all  pupils 
in  Grades  I and  II  on  the  basis  of  a 20/80  per  cent 
division  of  the  costs  between  the  school  boards  and 
the  provincial  government  respectively.  The  results 
were  very  favorable  and  reports  ("Evaluation: 
Ukrainian-English  Bilingualism  for  the  Edmonton 
Catholic  School  System  1975-76"  and  "Bilingual 
Program  (Ukrainian-English)  Evaluation"  for  the 
public  school  system)  may  be  obtained  from  the 
general  offices  at  9807  - 106  Street  (separate)  and 
10010  - 107  A Avenue  (public). 

Ukrainian  Students'  Club  ( U . of  A.)  and 
Recruitment.  Despite  the  generally  recognized  success 
of  the  program,  the  enrolment  has  never  exceeded 
expectations  (an  annual  number  at  the  kindergarten 
level  of  at  least  200).  To  help  remedy  the  situation 
in  the  next  school  year  (1977-78),  Mr.  Andrlj  Makuch 
and  Miss  Larissa  Sembaliuk,  the  president  and 
secretary  respectively  of  the  Ukrainian  Students' 

Club  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  met  with  the 
executive  of  the  parent-organized  Ukrainian  Bilingual 
Association  on  4 November.  The  Club  has  taken 
recruitment  for  the  bilingual  program  as  its  special 
project  and  ways  and  means  were  discussed  at 
subsequent  meetings  of  the  Club  on  10  November, 
and  of  the  Association  on  1 December.  The  students 
are  prepared  to  make  follow-up  visits  to  parents 
who  either  indicate  an  interest  during  the  enrol- 
ment campaign  in  April  and  then  fail  to  enrol  their 
children,  or  to  families  suggested  by  parents  with 
children  already  in  the  program.  As  prospective 
parents,  the  students  are  concerned  that  there  be 
a strong  and  effective  program  in  the  futurp  for 
their  children. 


Workshop  for  Teachers.  On  26  November  the  first 
workshop  for  Ukrainian  bilingual  teachers  took  place 
at  St.  Anthony's  Separate  School  with  the  Institute, 
the  Ukrainian  Language  Association  of  the  Modern 
Language  Council  (Alberta  Teachers'  Association),  the 
Department  of  Education,  and  the  two  school  systems 
involved  in  its  organization.  The  program  and 
arrangements  were  largely  in  charge  of  the  two  con- 
sultants for  the  Ukrainian  program,  Mrs.  Johanna 
Janus  (public)  and  Mr.  Eugene  Ewanyshyn  (separate). 

In  the  morning  Dr.  Bruce  Bain,  associate  professor 
in  the  Department  of  Education  Psychology  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  spoke  about  some  of  the 
principles  of  second  language  learning  at  the 
elementary  school  level.  The  teachers  then  broke 
Into  small  groups  where  the  more  experienced  among 
them  reported  on  how  they  taught  various  themes  in 
the  program  of  studies  in  their  classrooms.  In 
the  afternoon,  Mrs.  Natalka  Dobrolige-Maj iwska 
demonstrated  how  to  combine  the  teaching  of  Ukrainian 
children's  music,  Ukrainian  dancing  and  games,  and 
physical  education. 

Until  the  Institute  can  help  to  arrange  for 
regular  curriculum  and  instruction  classes  in  the 
University's  Faculty  of  Education,  it  is  most  impor- 
tant that  such  in-service  activities  as  the  recent 
workshop  be  continued  and  that  they  be  as  well 
attended  as  was  the  last  one. 

The  Bilingual  Program  Given  Permanent  Status. 

On  20  December  the  Hon.  Julian  Koziak,  Minister  of 
Education,  announced  publicly  for  the  first  time 
at  St.  Matthew  Separate  School  that  the  Ukrainian 
bilingual  program  would  move  out  of  the  pilot-project 
stage  and  become  not  only  a permanent  feature  of 
Alberta's  school  system,  but  be  extended  into  Grades 
IV  through  VI.  Follow-up  announcements  by  the  minister 
at  St.  Martin  and  by  the  Institute's  director  at 
Delwood  Public  School  were  also  greeted  by  spontaneous 
applause.  The  announcements  were  part  of  the  obser- 
vance of  Sviatvi  Vechir  (Christmas  Holy  Supper)  in 
the  separate  and  public  schools,  a cultural  event 
which  is  gradually  becoming  a regular  feature  of 
the  pre-Christmas  activities  in  both  school  systems. 

The  obvious  next  step  is  to  expand  the  bilingual 
program  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Edmonton,  a goal 
to  which  the  Institute  is  committeed  and  in  which 
direction  it  has  already  taken  several  Initiatives. 

Bilingual  Program  Publications.  Since  April 
1974,  when  Mrs.  Xenia  Turko  became  the  curricular 
assistant  responsible  for  the  Ukrainian  bilingual 
program  in  Alberta's  Department  of  Education,  the 
latter  has  been  much  concerned  to  make  available 
badly  needed  teaching  materials  in  the  elementary 
bilingual  classrooms.  A language  development  series 
for  Grades  I-III  consisting  of  seven  booklets, 
workbooks,  and  flash  cards  was  begun  in  January  1975 
and  to  date  the  following  have  been  published:

The  above  materials  (and  others  still  on  the 
drawing  board)  have  been  made  available  through  a 
federal-provincial  arrangement  brought  about  by  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and  Business  Federation 
(when  the  executive  was  in  Edmonton,  1973-75) , whereby 
the  provincial  government  meets  the  costs  of  produc- 
tion and  the  federal  government  the  costs  of  printing. 
The  income  which  is  received  by  the  Federation's 
standing  committee  on  education  In  Edmonton  (of  which 
the  Institute's  director  is  chairman)  is  used  as  a 
revolving  fund  to  publish  supplementary  teaching 
materials  for  use  primarily  at  the  elementary  school 
level.  The  operation  is  administered  by  the  Institute. 

The  materials  being  produced  are  up  to  the 
standards  of  commercial  publishers.  The  vocabulary 
is  controlled  and  the  booklets  are  well-illustrated. 

The  Institute  would  encourage  interested  individuals 
or  groups  to  order  in  quantity,  for  it  is  obvious 
that  the  greater  the  number  of  materials  sold,  the 
greater  will  be  the  number  and  variety  of  much  needed 
materials  available  at  t the  elementary  and 
secondary  school  levels. 


UKRAINIAN  ARCHIVAL  COLLECTION 

The  University  of  Minnesota  houses  and  supports 
the  Immigration  History  Research  Center  (IHRC) , 
established  in  1963.  The  Center's  purpose  is  to 
encourage  research  into  the  migration  of  peoples 
from  Eastern,  Southern  and  Central  Europe  and  the 
Middle  East.

On  2 November  Dr.  Lupul  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Inter-University  Council  on  Academic 
Exchapges  with  the  USSR  and  Eastern  Europe  held  at 
Regina  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  conference  of 
the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of 
Canada.  The  purpose  was  to  observe  and  learn  more 
about  the  numerous  intricacies  of  student  exchanges 
with  the  Soviet  Union.  It  is  clear  that  as  a 
result  of  the  Canada-USSR  General  Exchange  Agreement 
of  20  October  1971  extended  study  in  Soviet  Ukraine 
is  possible  provided  the  interested  student  can 
obtain  a visa  from  the  appropriate  Soviet  authorities. 
The  Institute  offers  two  student-travel  bursaries 
each  year,  both  of  which  may  be  awarded  for  an 


entire  academic  year's  study  in  Ukraine.  Whether 
an  exchange  program  between  Canada  and  Ukraine  can 
be  developed  through  Ottawa,  Moscow,  and/or  Kiev 
remains  to  be  seen,  but  the  Institute,  through  the 
University,  intends  to  explore  possibilities  in  the 
near  future. 

On  24  November  Dr.  Lupul  spoke  at  the  University 
of  Calgary  about  the  work  of  the  Institute  and  the 
high  hopes  held  out  for  Edmonton's  English-Ukrainian 
bilingual  elementary  school  program.

Seminars 


FIRST  INSTITUTE  SEMINAR  PRESENTED  BY  MR.  BOHDAN 
KRAWCHENKO 

The  first  Institute  seminar  was  held  on  17 
November  1976.  Mr.  B.  Krawchenko,  lecturer 
in  the  Department  of  Political  Science  and  research 
associate  at  the  Institute,  spoke  on  the  topic 
"The  Debate  of  Khrushchev's  Education  Reform  in 
Ukraine,  1958-59." 

In  December  1958  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  CPSU  and  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  the  USSR 
published  "theses"  outlining  changes  in  the  edu- 
cational system.  The  "theses,"  commonly  known  as 
Khrushchev's  production  education  reform,  also 
proposed  certain  changes  in  the  schools  of  the 
non-Russian  republics.  The  most  important  of  the 
theses,  thesis  19,  made  the  teaching  of  the  national 
language  optional  in  the  Russian-language 
schools  of  the  republics.  Prior  to  the  enactment 
of  the  legislation  by  the  Supreme  Soviet  in  1959, 
a limited  public  debate  was  allowed  by  the 
authorities.  The  seminar  analyzed  the  debate  in 
Ukraine. 

Mr.  Krawchenko  pointed  out  that  the  debate 
revealed . the  existence  of  a well-defined 
Ukrainian  Party  group  interest.  The  seminar  analyzed 
the  nature  of  the  criticism  by  spokesmen  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Ukraine,  both  in  the  press 
and  at  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Soviet  of  the 
USSR.  Particular  emphasis  was  placed  on  a 
comparative  study  of  the  debate  as  it  appeared  in 
Radians  'ka  Ukraina  (the  Ukralnian-language  party 
organ),  and  Pravda  l/krainy  (the  Russian  language 
party  organ  in  Ukraine)  . Marked  differences  were 
noted  in  the  treatment  of  thesis  19,  reflecting, 
in  Mr.  Krawchenko's  view,  the  very  different 
constituencies  which  the  newspapers  serve.

Robert  B.  Klymasz,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Ukrainian  Cultural  and  Educational  Centre  (Oseredok) 
in  Winnipeg,  has  accepted  its  invitation  to  give  the 
annual  Shevchenko  Lecture  in  1977,  sponsored  since 
1966  by  Edmonton's  Ukrainian  Professional  and 
Businessmen’s  Club.  Dr.  Klymasz  lectured  at  the 
University  of  Manitoba  on  Ukrainian-Canadian  folk- 
lore during  the  fall  semester  and  is  presently 
teaching  a course  on  Ukrainian-Canadian  literature 
at  the  same  University.  Formerly  the  Senior 
Co-ordinator  of  the  Slavic  and  East  European  Program 
in  the  Canadian  Centre  for  Folk  Culture  Studies, 
National  Museum  of  Man,  Ottawa,  Dr.  Klymasz  became 
Oseredok 's  director  on  1 September  1976.  The  date 
of  the  lecture  on  "Ukrainian  Folklore  in  Canada: 

The  Big  Put-Down"  will  be  23  March  1977,  the  first 
of  several  to  follow  on  Ukrainian-Canadian  theme®. 


FIRST  INSTITUTE  AWARDS  MADE 

In  mid-November,  the  Institute  awarded  its  first 
two  research  grants,  the  first  on  12  November  worth 
$6,500  to  Dr.  Bohdan  Bociurkiw,  professor  of  politi- 
cal science,  Carleton  University,  and  the  second  on 
19  November  for  $5,000  to  Senator  Paul  Yuzyk,  professor 
of  history.  University  of  Ottawa.  The  latter  will 
bring  to  the  publication  stage  the  massive  "Statisti- 
cal Compendium  on  the  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  1891- 
1971,"  which  Senator  Yuzyk  has  been  directing  in 
recent  years.  The  former  will  provide  continued 
support  for  Professor  Bociurkiw' s "Research  Project 
on  Contemporary  Ukraine,"  a three-year  project 
to  monitor  developments  in  religion,  human  rights, 
and  intellectual  dissent  in  Soviet  Ukraine. 

Mrs.  Lubow  Shtendera  of  Ottawa  has  also  accepted 
the  responsibility  of  compiling  a teachers'  resource 
book  for  Ukrainian  kindergartens  under  the  Institute's 
auspices.  The  advance  to  date  has  been  $400.00. 

Mrs.  Shtendera  is  much  experienced  in  kindergarten 
work  and,  even  though  it  is  not  the  policy  of  the 
Institute  to  help  prepare  or  publish  pre-university 
teaching  materials,  the  needs  at  the  pre-school 
level,  as  shown  by  the  Edmonton  experience,  are  so 
critical  and  Mrs.  Shtendera 's  experience  is  so 
extensive,  that  the  Institute  decided  to  break  with 
policy  in  this  one  instance  and  provide  immediate 
help  where  it  is  most  needed. 

The  Institute  has  still  to  award  its  first 
graduate  thesis  fellowship,  but  the  first  $500 
undergraduate  scholarship  to  a student  residing  at 
home  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Demjan  Hohol'  of  Edmonton, 
and  the  first  worth  $1,500  to  a non-resident  student 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Andrij  Makuch  of  Myrnara,  Alberta. 

Mr.  Hohol'  hopes  to  complete  an  Honors  B.A.  in 
Ukrainian  in  the  Department  of  Slavic  Languages, 
and  Mr.  Makuch  is  currently  enrolled  in  the  third 
year  of  a four-year  Honors  B.A.  in  history  and  plans 
to  write  his  honors  history  paper  on  a Ukrainian- 
Canadian  topic.  Both  are  at  the  University  of  Alberta.
